To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Mascenic Regional 
School in said New Ipswich on Tuesday, the 4th day of 
March, next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects.* 


"Article 1. | 
To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensu- 

ing. } 

* The Town Meeting will be adjourned until Wednesday, 


the 5th of March 1975, at seven of the clock in the after- 
noon to act upon the remaining articles. 


Article 2. 

To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions of the same. 


Article 3. | 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to borrow money, when necessary, in antici- 
pation of taxes. 


Article 4. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate by public auction 
which has been acquired by the Town through Tax Col- 
lector’s deeds. 


Article 5. 
To hear reports of any Official or Committee and take any 
action relating thereto. 


Article 6. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $20,000.00 (twenty thousand dollars) to be used this 
year to rebuild a town road and/or roads. This would be 
the third part of a five-year plan to rebuild all roads needing 
such work in the Town. 


Article 7. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,028.92 (one thousand twenty-eight dollars and 
ninety-two cents) so as to receive $6,859.47 (six thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-nine dollars and forty-seven cents ) 
from the State of New Hampshire for use of Class IV and V 
highway construction, reconstruction, or betterment as pro- 
vided under New Hampshire RSA Chapter 241. 


Article 8. 

To see if the Town will vote to withdraw, from the Cap- 
ital Reserve Fund, the sum of $5,600.00 (five thousand six 
hundred dollars) for the purchase of a nominal */4, ton four- 
wheel drive pick-up truck. 


Article 9. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum not to exceed $1,460 to purchase a new plow and radio 
for the pick-up truck proposed in Article No. 8 and to 
authorize the Selectmen to administer to the purchase of 
same. 


Article 10. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal 
of all money received from Revenue Sharing Funds, after 
July 1, 1975. Such monies will be distributed on an equal 
basis between Public Safety, Environmental Protection and 
Public Transportation for use as set offs against budgeted 
amounts. 


Article 11. 

To see if the Town will vote to close Binney Hill Road 
beginning at a point two rods west of Justin Smith's drive- 
way to a point two rods east of Joseph Vaillancourt’s drive- 
way, subject to gates and bars. 


Article 12. 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$649.00 to support the programs of the Monadnock Region 
Association during 1975. | 


Article 13. 

To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of $2,169.00 
(two thousand one hundred and sixty-nine dollars) to sup- 
port the services of the Monadnock Community Visiting 
Nurse Association, Inc. This sum is based on a $1.10 per 
capita formula from the New Hampshire Office of State 
Planning. 


Article 14. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $7,200.00 
(seven thousand two hundred dollars) to be used in the 
supervision of the Recreation Field. 


Article 15. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Dump Com- 
mittee to negotiate a long-term lease agreement with Frank 
W. Preston for use of a tract of his land, known as the Plain 
Lot, on Route 124 east of Wilder Village as a solid waste 
disposal facility and to arrange for the design of the land- 
fill area in accordance with the State requirements for ap- 
proval of the operation. Funding provided by Article 18 
of the Town Warrant of 1974 is adequate for this work. 
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Article 16. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Dump Com- 
mittee to implement the following alternative plans for 
solid waste disposal in accordance with State regulations at 
the site specified in the preceding article. 


1. Sanitary landfill for use by residents of New Ipswich. 


2. Sanitary landfill in conjunction with mandatory re- 
cycling of those items which are economically feasible to 
recycle for New Ipswich and any of the following towns: 
Greenville, Mason and Temple. The implementation of this 
alternative is dependent upon an affirmative vote of any 
towns wishing to join the district plan under the following 
conditions: 


a. The capital costs of the recycling operation are to be 
amortized over a five-year period and paid for entirely 
by the participating towns other than New Ipswich. 


b. Other expenses of the operation are to be shared by 
the towns on a formula to be determined by the Committee 
based on per capita, per ton, or per load or on a combination 
of these. 


c. Income from the sale of recycled materials shall be 
credited to the operation of the dump. 


d. All materials from other towns shall be brought to 
the dump in approved transport vehicles of the commercial 


type. 


Article 17. 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$986.00 to support the Monadnock Family and Mental 
Health Service. 


Article 18. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $821.75 (eight hundred twenty-one dollars and 
seventy-five cents) so as to receive the cost sharing benefits 
of $8,000.00 (eight thousand dollars) by the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service for a soil survey and report. 
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Article 19. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to appoint a 5 member committee to plan and coordinate a 
Bi-Centennial Celebration in 1976. 


Article 20. 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$200.00 to support the Monadnock Regional Bi-Centennial 
Committee to enable it to act as Regional Coordinator for 
the 1976 Bi-Centennial Celebration.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Year 1974 has been one of accomplishment for the 
Town of New Ipswich. We want to outline some of the 
highlights of this year’s work and thank the various Com- 
mittees and Departments which have been particularly in- 
volved in the positive progress of our Community. 

With the delivery of our new dump truck the Highway 
Department was able to rebuild and straighten dangerous 
curves on Temple Road and Poor Farm Road without ex- 
cessive equipment rental costs. The continuation of the 
$20,000.00 Highway Rebuilding Appropriation made pos- 
sible the repair of the Bank Village Road. By redesigning 
the drainage system of this road, we were able to consider- 
ably reduce the amount of pipe used, leaving a surplus of 
pipe on hand for future projects, bought at deflated prices. 
This entire Department can be proud of a job well done. 
A dedicated approach to Preventative Maintenance has 
rendered our present equipment quite adequate for some 
time to come with the exception of the pickup truck which 
has served us well but is badly worn out. 

The Police Department has had a very busy year coping 
with the criminal and social problems of our times. Our 
people involved in Law Enforcement have given much of 
their personal time and energy in attending various schools 
and seminars to acquire a more professional understanding 
of the procedures of the laws of our State. We commend 
these people for their dedication and contribution to the 
general well-being and safety of our citizens and the pro- 
tection of our Town. 

The Welfare Department has not been overly busy, but 
with the current economic situation we anticipate more 
activity in the coming year. Unfortunately the Town is 
without a Welfare Officer, so the Selectmen have had to 
temporarily take over the duties. We would welcome any 
concerned volunteer to help us in this very responsible posi- 
tion. 

The Planning Board has had a busy year with the adop- 
tion of Subdivision Regulations for the comprehensive plan- 
ning of the Town’s growth. They have spent much time and 
study in the drafting of meaningful regulations with mini- 
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mum restrictions for the townspeople. The regulations have 
been tried and found to be extremely mindful of the voice 
of our citizens and the healthy development of our com- 
munity. 

The Dump Committee has been involved with the task 
of investigating the various approaches to our rubbish dis- 
posal problems. We are indebted to these Committee Mem- 
bers for their untiring work and the donation of their time 
and efforts in the search for the most reasonable solution 
to our disposal problems. They have made excellent prog- 
ress in this quest without excessive cost to the Town. 

We appreciate the timely reports and communications 
weve been afforded by all of the various Committees and 
Departments. This communication is essential to the pro- 
motion and continuation of sound management and affects 
all our decisions in behalf of our Community. 

In contemplating the task of assessing this year we took 
a good look at the assessment of land in our community. 
The current inflationary increases of all our town expenses 
has taken unfair advantage of the homeowner while land 
by comparison to all other sources of revenue has failed to 
carry its share of the tax burden. By substantially increas- 
ing land assessments we've been able to distribute the bur- 
den more equitably in light of current market values. The 
resulting increase in total town valuation has decreased the 
tax rate appreciably. 

We approach the coming year with the hope of having 
more of our citizens participating in community affairs. All 
those who have so unselfishly contributed their time and 
talents have our deepest gratitude. It is extremely reward- 
ing to serve with you. 

Thanks to all the townspeople for the support and coop- 
eration that have helped us execute the duties you have 
charged us with. We look forward to another year of prog- 
ress in 1975.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


I feel the Police Department has functioned for the year 
1974 in a progressive manner, due to schooling, practical 
experience, and the confidence our officers have acquired. 
Almost every officer, including the Chief, attended a St. 
Anselms Law Enforcement class of some sort. Officers also 
attended a 10 week Basic Police Training School offered by 
the New Hampshire Police Training Council. 

In 1974 this department investigated 39 motor vehicle 
accidents for the year; 9 being of personal injury; 30 prop- 
erty damage. Once again, I credit this reduced accident 
rate over past years to our increased use of radar and 
selective enforcement program. 

248 complaints were brought before the Peterborough 
Court; 12 being Narcotic violations; 1 being possession 
with intent to sell; 3 manufacturing titled drugs. The 
Police Department received a grant from the Crime Com- 
mission for use in updating our communications system. 

1974 brought an increase in house break crimes. I feel 
this is due to the use of scanners and monitors being used 
by the perpetrators committing this crime. New Ipswich 
is a vast area to cover, scanners and monitors in the wrong 
hands, have enabled them to keep track of the cruiser’s 
whereabouts. 

The Department has added three new officers: Donald 
Hewitt, Noel Derosier, and Diane Nopanen. Officer Du- 
maine and Officer Leel, Jr. were promoted to Corporal. 
Sergeant Thibault, Corporal Leel, Jr. and Fish and Game 
Officer Warren conducted the Hunter Safety Course at the 
Police Station. 

I wish to thank the Police Officers who volunteered many 
hours of their off-duty time for investigation and patrol. 

The Chief of Police and the department wish to thank 
all town departments, surrounding police departments, and 
State Police for their help and assistance in time of need. 

Also a special thanks goes to many private citizens whose 
alert observations have made many arrests possible, and to 
the Board of Selectmen for their cooperation during the 
year 1974.

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REPORT OF THE 
NEW IPSWICH RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The New Ipswich Recreation Committee submits the fol- 
lowing annual report: 

The 1974 season at the New Ipswich Recreation Field 
and Pool featured additional recreational and athletic pro- 
grams in its busy and fun-filled schedule, reported Field 
Director Bruce Goyette. 

The newly-paved tennis and street hockey court afforded 
youths, both boys and girls, the opportunity of participating 
in competitive tennis with other Southern New Hampshire 
communities such as Hollis, Brookline, and Hudson. Tennis 
instruction and competition filled in the early morning 
hours daily and attracted scores of youngsters who, prior 
to the program, had not learned the fundamentals of this 
fast growing sport. 

The spruced-up tennis, street hockey court helped to im- 
prove both the street hockey and basketball programs which, 
for a second consecutive year, proved very successful. Again 
New Ipswich boys achieved outstanding athletic honors by 
besting all area competitors in the ever popular, action pack- 
ed sport of street hockey. 

The culminating event in this program was participation 
in an area-wide tournament held in September at the Street 
Hockey Arena in Leominster, Massachusetts. 

Well over one hundred youths participated in a compre- 
hensive skill oriented program of swimming instruction. 
Scores of young boys and girls acquired basic water skills, 
while numerous other young people advanced their swim- 
ming skills considerably through the effective teaching of 
both Isabel Kangas, head instructor, and Steve Kangas. 

Skilled swimmers demonstrated their expertise by actively 
participating in swim meets and diving competitions held 
at Milford and Greenville, N.H., and completing water 
safety courses. 

The highlight of the swimming program was the water 
ballet show which featured synchronized swimming and 
patterns in the pool by ten girls, under the direction of Miss 
Kangas, and Barbara Albree, lead swimmer. 
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The Girl’s Softball team acquired additional experience in 
its second season of competition, as did the Boy’s Team 
which boasted a 6-1 season. 

Almost weekly recreational centered events punctuated 
the busy field and pool activities. A bike hike, a spaghetti 
feed, a blueberry pancake festival, a costume parade, a fresh 
fish fry, a July 4th Mini Olympics, a trip to Hampton Beach, 
and a mammoth corn feast were some of the events in which 
a majority of New Ipswich youngsters eagerly participated. 

In addition, activities for younger children were carefully 
coordinated between Miss Kangas and Bruce Goyette. Ac- 
tivities included wiffle ball, story hours, arts and crafts, 
softball, junior street hockey, archery, and basic carpentry. 

Table tennis was introduced to all youngsters. This pop- 
ular activity proved particularly advantageous during in- 
clement weather. 

The activities at the field and pool, however, would not 
have reached an all-time effective level without the active 
participation of parents and committee members. To con- 
tinue an active recreational program, parents are encouraged 
to maintain their interest so that New Ipswich youngsters 
may again avail themselves oh well planned, athletic center- 
ed programs.

All open burning when the ground is not covered with 
snow is controlled by the Town Forest Fire Warden in co- 
operation with the New Hampshire Forest Fire Service. 
Anyone wishing to kindle a fire out-of-doors when the 
ground is not covered with snow must have a written permit 
signed by the Town Forest Fire Warden. If the fire is to be 
kindled on land not owned by the person kindling the fire 
then he must have the permission of the landowner. No out- 
door fires can be kindled between 9 A.M. and 5 P.M. unless 
it is raining, without the additional approval of the District 
Forest Fire Chief. 

The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the 
past two decades. Woodlands in central and southern New 
Hampshire became so dry in mid August that the Governor 
and Council, upon the recommendation of the State Forester, 
enacted a partial woodlands closure in Sullivan, Cheshire, 
Hillsborough, Merrimack and Belknap Counties and a com- 
plete woodlands closure in Strafford and Rockingham Coun- 
ties plus the Towns of Barnstead, Gilmanton and Alton in 
Belknap County. Through the excellent cooperation of the 
citizens of our State no major forest fire occurred at any 
time during the year.

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REPORT OF THE DUMP COMMITTEE 


A site for a sanitary Landfill facility has been chosen and 
the necessary test boring was done in October to determine 
that it is suited to this use. State approval has been re- 
ceived, pending the final design and the operational plan 
which as yet are incomplete. The site is on land belonging 
to Frank W. Preston, known as The Plain Lot, located on 
Route 124 east of Wilder Village. The location of the actual 
landfill operation will be several hundred feet from the 
highway, well screened from view and protected from the 
wind. The depth of excavation can be over thirty feet, so 
that four or five rises or layers of landfill can be deposited. 
In this way, one acre provides the equivalent of four or 
five acres where only one depth of trench can be used. Ac- 
cess is from a state highway, so that no town road is sub- 
jected to an increase in traffic due to the dump operation. 
Adequate water adjoins the site for fire protection. 

Mr. Preston does not want to sell the land but will lease 
the acreage necessary to the Town on a long term basis. 
If New Ipswich residents use the site, landfill or any other 
alternative may be chosen. If other towns contract to use 
the site on a district basis, mandatory recycling will be 
required of all towns participating in the operation includ- 
ing New Ipswich. In this case the capital outlay for the 
recycling equipment and the building to house it would be 
amortized over a five-year period and paid for entirely by 
the other towns using the facility. Income from the sale of 
recycled materials would be credited to the dump operation. 
The district plan would require the towns outside of New 
Ipswich to transport their materials in approved transport 
vehicles of the commercial type. Brush, stumps, and rocks 
do not require sanitary landfill treatment and would remain 
in the respective towns. 

Landfill has been chosen as the best alternative for waste 
disposal at the present time. Recycling on a district basis 
may be economically feasible, depending on the market for 
the items recycled. For New Ipswich alone to undertake 
recycling with the investment involved does not appear to 
be worthwhile. In the years ahead, both recycling and in- 
cineration may become logical methods of operation. By 
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starting with landfill the changeover can be undertaken in 
the future without drastically affecting the long-range plan. 
Adoption of either recycling or incineration reduces the 
volume of material being deposited in the landfill and ex- 
tends the length of time that a piece of land can be used. 

Estimates based on current costs indicate that the opera- 
tion will cost about $14 per capita per year, if used for New 
Ipswich residents only. The district plan, if adopted by the 
four towns, might lower the per capita cost for New Ipswich 
to $7.50 while the other towns in the plan would pay the 
capital cost of the recycling plant. New Ipswich would 
retain ownership of the equipment and control the opera- 
tion, acting as a contractor to sanitary landfill and recycle 
materials brought in from the neighboring towns. Due to 
the mandatory recycling provision which is stipulated by 
Mr. Preston, as owner of the site, if towns other than New 
Ipswich are to use it and due also to the additional trans- 
portation costs for the other towns, this is not a very at- 
tractive solution for them. They are seeking other alterna- 
tives which may not be any less expensive. 

Presently state legislation is contemplated which may 
affect the smaller towns favorably. Once the articles in the 
Town Warrant are voted on and the direction that State 
assistance may be taking can be determined, an appropria- 
tion will be presented to the voters in a special town meet- 
ing which will probably take place prior to June Ist.

We there- 
fore request the Selectmen to disband this Committee and 
that the dollars left unexpended from Article No. 19 — 1973 
be reserved for future repairs and painting of the Town Hall.

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NEW IPSWICH PLANNING BOARD 
ANNUAL REPORT 


The Planning Board has submitted no articles to the War- 
rant this year. 

Nevertheless, 1974 was the busiest and most productive 
year the Board has spent, and we believe New Ipswich is 
better protected against disruptive development than ever 
before. 

Our most important project was the preparation of Sub- 
division Regulations for the Town — an effort of more-than- 
weekly meetings for about three months. We systematically 
collected a number of Regulations from other towns, read 
the literature on the subject, and sifted all this material to 
meet our local needs here, to produce what we believe is a 
solid protection against disruptive development for New 
Ipswich. After a well-attended public hearing and several 
long meetings with smaller groups, the Regulations were 
adopted and went into effect July Ist. Since then, as a num- 
ber of townspeople know by now, the Regulations have 
served New Ipswich well, both in guiding developers in 
directions which are more convenient for the Town as a 
whole, and in helping to bring neighbors together in a co- 
operative spirit when changes in neighborhoods are contem- 
plated. We fully expect that, as we all gain experience in 
using them, the Regulations will prove themselves to have 
been worth the effort that went into their design, and to be 
primarily a constructive and enabling device rather than a 
restrictive one, at least for those who wish the Town well. 

At the last Town Meeting, the Town voted to establish a 
Board of Adjustment to hear and evaluate appeals for ex- 
ceptions to existing Ordinances, in individual cases. The 
Planning Board is happy to be relieved of this critical respon- 
sibility, which we found incompatible with, and distracting 
from, our main task of administering the Ordinances as they 
stand. 

We continue to believe in and support the eventual 
establishment of an Historic District in New Ipswich, and 
we feel that when all the facts about this sort of protective 
device are understood, the townspeople will recognize its 
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advantages for everyone. We hope this recognition will not 
come too late, after some part of our irreplaceable architec- 
tural heritage has been destroyed. We therefore commend 
to the Town that this be made a primary project as our part 
of the Bi-Centennial celebration coming up, as a means of 
reconsidering the patriotic values of the early-American 
spirit embodied here in New Ipswich. Everyone should know 
that Historic District regulations can be written as flexibly 
as we want them to be, and that their major function is 
simply to preserve, not to enrich or constrain. 

Finally we would like to thank all those who have worked 
with the Board this year, and who have shown us how much 
generosity and good will there is in our Town.

As of 31 December 1974 the Souhegan Valley Ambulance 
District Service will have completed almost two and one- 
half years service.

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REPORT FROM CONSERVATION COMMITTEE 


Several state related activities over the past year have 
helped many New Hampshire communities to arrive at a 
better understanding of how to approach local land use 
issues. The resulting accords have provided some guide- 
lines in helping towns arrive at planning and conservation 
policies. 

The fruit of such endeavors is readily evident through 
the important subdivision regulations devised by the Plan- 
ning Board, who based their principles and proposals upon 
the necessity for a full understanding of land capabilities, 
giving forthright consideration and protection of related 
ecosystems before justifying new development within the 
town. 

Last year the Conservation Commission met with limited 
success in attempting to reach the goals previously set forth. 
Arrangements for a soil survey were accomplished and work 
will start late this summer. The method and agencies fund- 
ing these costs have changed, however. The Ford Founda- 
tion was unable to provide help because funds for their 
small grants program were exhausted. Subsequently, the 
Soil Conservation Service notified the Commission that it 
could provide additional funding because the town lies 
within the Souhegan River Watershed Project Area. In 
effect, New Ipswich will only be responsible for 50% of the 
mapping cost for that area (1,487 acres) outside the water- 
shed boundaries. At the current mapping rate of 50¢/acre, 
the total cost would be $743.50 for the 1,487 acres, or 
$371.75 plus the $300.00 cost for maps and reports. Other 
proposed costs remain the same.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

Once again it is time to make a progress report on the 
schools for this past year. 

Our most important assignment today is to educate our 
girls and boys so that they may be able to better cope with 
the existing society that has become more complex. 

Each year brings changes on our staff at both the elemen- 
tary and secondary levels. Some of the reasons for termina- 
tion are as follows: Professional Development, Retirement, 
Teach out of State, Personal, and Financial. 

There is little doubt that stability of the staff is of utmost 
importance if we wish to establish continuity of programs 
at all levels. An effort was made to correct salary differ- 
ences and be somewhat competitive. In this year’s budget, 
the following salary guide was adopted.

During the month of May, the Mascenic Regional School 
was visited by a committee representing the New England 
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Association of Schools and Colleges. The purpose of this 
visit was to provide a check on the self-evaluation carried 
out by the school staff. The reasons for conducting such an 
assessment are obvious and, hopefully, will result in im- 
proved education for the students enrolled at Mascenic. 

The staff at Mascenic, under the leadership of Mr. Thomas 
A. Mohan, are to be commended for a job well done. Due to 
their efforts, we have been accredited for a period of two 
years. A progress report, due on June 1, 1976, should indi- 
cate the status of each recommendation and/or limitations 
listed below: 

1. Overall model be established for curriculum develop- 
ment maximizing interdepartmental communication and 
coordination. 

2. Co-curricular offerings be expanded in accordance 
with student needs. 

3. Formal system of collecting and recording data on 
graduates be established. 

4. School objectives be stated in specific, clearly defined 
language. 

5. Curriculum growth and expansion in appropriate areas 
be supported to include career education, music, home econ- 
omics, occupational courses, and science. 

6. Oversized classes be reduced in numbers. 

7. Health and safety measures be taken in industrial arts 
areas to include the installation of ventilation in the metal 
shop and service areas and a dust-collection system in the 
woodworking area, the provision of proper eye and apparel 
safety, and the establishment of clearly marked safety zones 
around hazardous areas. 


8. Safety measures in science areas be improved. 

9. Program for students with special needs be developed. 

10. Board of education adopt a codified system of writ- 
ten policies and regulations. 

11. Long-range plans be developed to build continuing 
public support within the three communities for the school’s 
program. 
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The Commendations are as follows: 


1. Efforts of the administration and staff to implement 
the dropout prevention program. 

2. Effort made to involve community representatives in 
vocational programs through the establishment of a voca- 
tional advisory board. 

3. Deep commitment on the part of the staff to individ- 
ualize learning. 

4, Recognition and support of a bi-lingual educational 
program. 

5. Proposed addition of a remedial reading specialist 
for grades 9-12. 

6. Guidance department for making full use of local, 
state, and regional referral services. 

7. Administrative-staff efforts to make needed adjust- 
ments in the physical plant to accommodate a change in the 
philosophy of the school’s organization. 

8. School community for building an attractive consoli- 
dated facility. 

9. Development and implementation of a salary schedule 
designed to retain and attract competent professional per- 
sonnel, 


Each year brings us a little closer in meeting the goal of 
establishing continuity of programs between the elementary 
schools and the Regional School. 


In-service programs were continued throughout the year 
with emphasis being placed on reading and mathematics. 
Many of our staff members attended Keene State College 
and listened to such speakers as Dr. Lyman Hunt, Dr. Helen 
Murphy, and Dr. Donald Durrell, all noted nationally for 
their outstanding expertise in the field of reading. 


In an effort to share with one another, the administrative 
staff has been meeting monthly. These meetings give us an 
opportunity to share points of mutual concern as well as an 
opportunity to learn about new programs and activities that 
are going on throughout the Supervisory Union. At several 
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of these meetings, Staff Development was the prime topic 
for discussion. 

The Staff Development Concept was initiated by the 
State Department of Education as a means to up-grade the 
educational programs throughout the state as well as a 
means of improving the re-certification process. 

The Mascenic District has established their Staff Develop- 
ment Committee, which has been functioning very well. For 
our purpose, we may define staff development as a system 
of in-service training leading to re-certification of profes- 
sional staff members through the satisfaction of determined 
educational needs and interests of the community, school, 
and staff. 

Our preventive maintenance program was continued with 
the following taking place: 

A new boiler and burner unit was installed at Sacred 
Heart School; rekeying Greenville Public, replacing the old 
front doors with a single door and safety glass. At Mason, 
the doors in the original sections were replaced, along with 
new hardware that was in keeping with the original style 
of architecture. 

General housekeeping duties were accomplished in all 
schools, including stripping, waxing, and polishing floors, 
replacing broken glass, and cleaning all furniture. 

We are continuing to evaluate and improve upon the 
budgeting and purchasing procedures that have contributed 
to sound business practices, as evidenced in our financial 
accounting, for each district served by the Supervisory 
Union Office. 

As I conclude this report, I will take this opportunity to 
thank the School Board, the citizens of the Mascenic Dis- 
trict, and Town Officials, both elected and appointed, for 
their efforts in making this a year to remember.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
1973-1974 


Another very busy school year has come to an end. I am 
very grateful for the volunteer mothers that have aided me 
in so many ways in order that the children could have good 
health. Thank you all for your good help. 

Physicals were started in August. All athletes, the 4th 
and 7th graders were examined at the School’s expense. 
Parents were asked to pay for the first grade examinations. 
Children that were found to have defects took notes home 
signed by the Doctor. 

Following defects noted were: 

Swollen glands 1 
? Heart murmurs 

Flat feet 

Carious teeth ] 
Enlarged tonsils 

Wax in ears 

Small Hydrocele (left) 

Wheezes in chest 

Low back pains 

Knee cartilage injury

In December TB Testing sponsored by the State was done 
by Miss Constance Martin to the faculty, secretaries, aides, 
cooks and the custodians. All showed negative results. 

Tine tests were given to the kindergarten children and to 
those in the first grade that had not had the test. The 
Women’s Club sponsored the kindergarten tests, while the 
New Ipswich PTA and the Greenville and Mason School 
Clubs sponsored the first grade tests. All children were 
negative. 

A very successful dental program for the first six grades 
was held with Mrs. Noreen O'Connell, a registered dental 
hygienist doing the work. The parents of the children par- 
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ticipating in this program were asked to donate $2.00 for 
their child. All children were eligible to participate. About 
325 children took advantage of this program. The Green- 
ville Legion Post, the New Ipswich Children’s Fair commit- 
tee, the New Ipswich PTA, the Mason and Greenville School 
Clubs, the Mason Church ladies, and Mr. and Mrs. Don 
Lawler contributed most generously to this program to pay 
for incidentals not covered for by the State. Thank you all 
for your generosity, it was much appreciated. The children 
were very impressed and are making every effort to practice 
what was taught to them in taking care of their teeth. It 
is hoped that this program will be carried yearly. 

In the spring, a fourth grade dry brushing program was 
started and supervised by Mrs. Doris Brogie and Mrs. Jane 
Burton, both registered Dental Hygienists. 

The Crest Co. again gave toothbrush kits for the 3rd 
grades. The Colgate Co. donated the red disclosing tablets 
to the children. 

On May 21, 1974 the VASC Testing program was held at 
the New Ipswich Congregational Church under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Nathalie Smith. The Mascenic Regional School 
District and the Greenville Lions Club were co-sponsors. 
All 4, 5 and 6 year olds were invited to come to have their 
eyes and ears examined. Mrs. Kathy Gauvin served as chair- 
man of this program.

The first grade registration was held at this time. Parents 
were asked to fill out the necessary forms for the school 
records. Mr. Rogers was present in order to make appoint- 
ments for the Gesell Tests. Parents were advised as to what 
requirements were necessary for admission into the first 
grade, i.e., a complete physical, a tine test within a year to 
admission, Sabin oral vaccine, Rubella and Rubeola (measles) 
vaccines, DPT booster, and other is optional. 

Thank you to the members of the church and also to the 
Lions Club for making this program possible. 

The nurse’s work consisted mostly for first aid for cuts, 
scratches, sprains, bruises, bites of insects, snakes, mice, and 
gerbil, blisters, burns, and bloody noses. Heights and 
weights. Blood pressures on athletes and 7th graders. Hair 
inspections. Several had nits and were excused until proper 
treatment was used. Absenteeism was checked every day. 
Eye and Ear Testing was done mostly on teacher request. 
All sick children were sent home if a parent was home to 
assume responsibility. Consultation with parents was also 
conducted. Several home visits were made. 

Arrangements were made for a film to be shown to the 
girls in Home Economics on Breast self-examination and 
Pap test with mothers as guests. Dr. Robert Shaw was in- 
vited to come to answer any questions.
